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Plans for SHL Redevelopment 
Are Presented to Residents

At back-to-back meetings held 
Wednesday and Thursday, Febru- 
ary 2 and 3 at the Springhill 
Lake (SHL) Elementary School, 
representatives of the Apartment 
Investment and Management 
Company (AIMCO), owners and 
managers of the SHL rental 
apartment complex in west 
Greenbelt, provided preliminary 
overviews of their plans for the 
proposed redevelopment of their 
property. 

At the Wednesday briefing a 
fairly large number of SHL resi- 
dents attended along with mem- 
bers of the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil, city administrative, recreation 
and planning staff and several 
key members of the SHL office 
and maintenance staff. On 
Thursday a much smaller audi- 
ence included members of the 
city council, members of the 
city’s Advisory Planning Board, 
city administrative and planning 
staff, Beltway Plaza representa- 
tive Kap Kapistan and a small 
number of SHL residents and 
staff. 

Both briefings followed the 
same format, including an intro- 
duction by David Douglas, senior 
vice president for AIMCO in the 
Washington area; a concept and 
design presentation by Susy Lee 
of the architectural and town 
planning firm of Duany Plater- 
Zyberk & Company; and a ques- 
tion and answer period con- 
ducted by Douglas, Lee and 
Patti Shwayder, senior vice presi- 
dent of AIMCO from the firm’s 


headquarters in Denver. 

AIMCO purchased the SHL 
complex nearly seven years ago. 
It is only one of over 1,500 
rental apartment properties they 
own or manage in 47 states. 
Soon after purchasing the nearly 
AQ-year old SHL complex, 
AIMCO began planning for a 
major renovation of the build- 
ings to bring them up to present 
day standards. 

As they got further into that 
process, AIMCO determined a 
few years ago that instead of 
renovation, they should consider 
a phased program of redevelop- 
ment for the property. Following 
two years of discussion with the 
Greenbelt City Council, county 
officials and after conducting an 
initial planning charrette last 
year, AIMCO came up with a 
very preliminary concept plan for 
the property’s complete redevel- 
opment. 

Redevelopment Plan 

The plan envisions a phased 
8 to 10 year redevelopment pro- 
gram with a total cost of ap- 
proximately $750 million. It 
would be based on an urban vil- 
lage concept that would be trans- 
portation friendly, have a diverse 
product mix with different archi- 
tectural looks among the struc- 
tures and a more central neigh- 
borhood center adjacent to a 
new lake. “It should look like it 
has evolved over time, rather 
than like it was constructed all

Greenbelt Station Owners 
Seek Re-approval of Plans

The owner-developers of the 
proposed Greenbelt Station are 
seeking reconsideration by the 
Prince George’s Planning Board 
for the previously approved but 
court-reversed conceptual site 
plan and preliminary plan of 
subdivision for the proposed de- 
velopment. In a February 1 let- 
ter, Norman D. Rivera, attorney 
for the developers, argued that it 
was possible to reconsider these 
items if: “In furtherance of sub- 
stantial public interest the Board 
finds that an error in reaching 
the original decision was caused 
by fraud, surprise, mistake, inad- 
vertence or other good cause.” 
For this project, to be built on 
the Greenbelt Metro Station 
property and adjacent property to 
the south on the east side of the 
CSX Railroad tracks, Rivera con- 
tended that there is legal author- 
ity for such reconsideration in 
the planning board rules and by 
a previous court decision which 
found that a reversal of a prior 
ruling is possible where there has 
been a “mistake, inadvertence or 
some change in fact of law.” 


Reversal 

The approvals by the Plan- 
ning Board and later by the 
Prince George’s County Council 
of the conceptual site plan and 
the preliminary plan of subdivi- 
sion for Greenbelt Station were 
reversed upon appeal of the City 
of Greenbelt by the Maryland 
Court of Special Appeals. That 
court reversed a decision of the 
lower Circuit Court for Prince 
George’s County upholding the 
county actions. The Court of 
Special Appeals ruled that under 
its own law the county is re- 
quired to make a finding that 
there are adequate roads to serve 
the new development either in 
place or set forth to be built in 
an officially approved plan. 
However, the approval for 
Metroland was contingent on 
such roads being in place at a 
later date. Most significantly 
needed to serve the property and 
not yet officially included within 
any plan are ramps to be built 
from the Capital Beltway I-95 to

Comment Period Is 
Extended on ICC 


The Maryland Department of 
Transportation and the Federal 
Highway Administration have ex- 
tended the period for public com- 
ment on the Intercounty Connec- 
tor (ICC) Draft Environmental Im- 
pact Statement (DEIS) from Febru- 
ary 15 to February 25. All com- 
ments must now be received by 5 
p.m. on February 25 through the 
project website or by mail to the 
Study Group offices at the State 
Highway Administration’s Balti- 
more headquarters. This is the 
second time the comment period 
has expanded. 

“By extending the comment 
period once again to a full 95 
days, the ICC Study Team has 
demonstrated its ongoing com- 
mitment to obtaining public in- 
put on the DEIS,” said Transpor- 
tation Secretary Robert L. Flana- 
gan. “This is more than double 
the amount of time required by 
law. To date, well over 1,000 
comments have been received 
from interested citizens and orga- 
nizations.” 

Secretary Flanagan added, 
“Granting this extension required 
us to balance our desire to maxi- 
mize public input on the one 
hand and the cost of delay on the 
other hand. Considering the 
$12.5 million cost of one month’s 
delay in the project, further delay 
beyond February 25 would not be 
in the public interest.”

It has been a fixture in our 
lives ever since we moved to 
Lakeside Drive in November, the 
great blue heron that spends 
much of its time in the pond be- 
hind our house. He (or is it 
she?) has found that by standing 
on the rocks that form a cascade 
between the pond and the lake, 
he can handily pick off the 
snack-sized fish that sidle up to 
the little rapid. Whenever I peer 
out my kitchen window I find 
myself looking for him. Often I 
can tell he is there by the 
gaggle of humans gathered on 
the bridge to stare in hushed de- 
light. 

I had wondered why the bird 
hadn’t migrated to warmer climes 
but Chandler Robbins, an orni- 
thologist at the Patuxent Na- 
tional Wildlife Refuge, set me 
straight on that subject. “Great 
blue herons will stay as long as 
there is any open water,’ he told 
me. “If the refuge freezes over, 
the ones we have here will sim- 
ply go to parts of the Patuxent 
River that never freeze.” He also 
told me that there is a good pos- 
sibility that our resident heron 
doesn’t nest around the lake. 
“They like to nest in colonies. 
There’s a large breeding colony 
in Charles County and another 


one in Talbot. Right now he 
probably spends the night in 
some nearby tree but in a month 
or so he’ll be spending a great 
deal of time at his nesting 
colony.” 

The magnificent bird pretty 
much ignores the people who 
come to gawk at him, as long as 
they stay on their side of the 
fence. He’ll sit and fish for 
hours before the crowd but he’s 
decidedly camera shy. As soon 
as I take out my massive tele- 
photo lens, he’s usually off like 
a shot. But one very cold morn- 
ing last week, as I was walking 
back from taking my kids to 
school, there he was, wading in 
the shallows between the sheets 
of ice, darting his long, sharp 
bill into the water and coming 
up with little pieces of wiggly 
silver that he gobbled down. I 
ran to get my camera and for 
once he didn’t fly away. He sat 
for five minutes and I shot a 
number of frames, the best of 
which is hereby presented for 
your enjoyment. 

This week, as the ice receded, I 
looked at the wispy oil slick that 
clung to the sides of the pond. 
We need to be careful, very care- 
ful. If the heron runs out of 
places to fly to, so will we.

tions. Their victims include 
peaceable Arab immigrants, “en- 
emy combatants” of all ages and 
various nations locked up at 
Guantanamo Bay and American 
airport passengers, library patrons 
and nonviolent dissenters. To 
document the dual erosion of se- 
curity and liberty, the national 
ACLU sponsored this award-win- 
ning film by Nonny de la Pena 
and executive producer Robert 
Greenwald. 

While the film dramatizes the 
gravity of the nationwide threat 
to citizens’ and immigrants’ 
rights, the panelists will bring the 
issue closer home by relating 
how neighbors have’ been 
abused and how local activists 
and local government are trying 
to resist unconstitutional federal 
policies.

NCPA Honors Hoyer 
On Environment 


Congressman Steny H. Hoyer 
(D-MD) was honored on February 
2 by the National Parks Conserva- 
tion Association (NPCA) as the re- 
cipient of their fourth “Friend of 
the National Parks” award. A 
strong supporter of the protection 
of the National Parks, Hoyer was 
awarded a tribute to his votes on 
park issues in the 108th Congress 
which upheld the standards and in- 
tegrity of the National Park System. 

Earlier this year, Hoyer was also 
recognized by the League of Con- 
servation Voters, a national biparti- 
san organization devoted to edu- 
cating citizens about the environ- 
mental voting records of federally 
elected officials. Hoyer received a 
score of 100 percent for his envi- 
ronmental voting record in the sec- 
ond session of the 108th Congress. 
The national average score for 
2004 was 47 percent in the House, 
46 percent in the Senate but 76 per- 
cent for House members from 
Maryland. “The health of our en- 
vironment is a direct result of our 
commitment to its protection and 
preservation,” said Hoyer.

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Black Women Sought 
For Research Study 


Michelle Harris, a doctoral 
student in the Nutrition Program 
of the University of Maryland, 
College Park, is looking for Afri- 
can-American women for a re- 
search study on diabetes. The 
study will help gain additional 
insight about African-American 
women’s health. 

“The purpose of this study is 
to examine the relationship be- 
tween Type 2 diabetes and 
birthweight and current weight 
status in African-American women 
38 to 57 years of age,” said Har- 
ris, investigator for the study. 

Previous studies have shown 
that being born small, in combi- 
nation with obesity later in life, 
puts a person at an increased risk 
for developing chronic diseases 
such as Type 2 diabetes. How- 
ever, African-American women, a 
population that is at high risk for 
developing this form of diabetes, 
were not the focus of prior re- 
search for this question. 

Participants of this study 
should be between the ages of 38 
and 57, born in the United States 
and should live or work in the 
Greater Washington Metropolitan 
Area. During the study, partici- 
pants will have their blood pres- 
sure, body measurements and 
blood sugar levels taken. Partici- 
pants will be asked to give a wnit- 
ten consent for Harris to obtain 
their birth weight from official 
records. All of the information 
obtained in the study will remain 
private and confidential.

at once,” according to David 
Douglas. 

According to the plan, the 
current number of housing units 
would increase from approxi- 
mately 3,000 to about 4,900. 
The mix would include for-sale 
townhomes with parking garages 
and apartment condominiums; 
rental “six-pack” apartments 
(three-floor structures with two 
apartments on each floor); multi- 
story elevator apartment build- 
ings with underground parking 
(either four or five stories); some 
“Texas Donut” style buildings 
(wrapped around parking struc- 
tures) and some two-story build- 
ings with the ground floor de- 
signed for commercial and the 
upper story designed for living 
space. 

The plan also envisions con- 
siderable improvement and modi- 
fications to the current street and 
walkway system in SHL, with 
new medians included on some 
of the streets and a planned pe- 
destrian/bikeway access to the 
Greenbelt Metro station. 

It is clear that some aspects 
of the proposed concept will re- 
quire further negotiation by 
AIMCO representatives with the 
Greenbelt City Council, Prince 
George’s County zoning and 
planning officials and the Prince 
George’s County Board of Educa- 
tion. Aside from the planning 
and zoning issues, AIMCO will 
need the agreement of the County 
Board of Education for its plan to 
replace the elementary school at 
its current location with a new 
school on a site adjacent to the 
Greenbelt Middle School. 

AIMCO also seeks the City of 
Greenbelt’s agreement to move 
the city’s SHL Recreation Center 
from its current location on 
Cherrywood Lane to a new site 
near the schools on Breezewood 
Drive. In both instances, AIMCO 
would pay the costs for con- 
structing the new elementary 
school and the new Greenbelt rec- 
reation center. 

According to AIMCO’s con- 
cept plan, the existing sites for 
the elementary school and the 
recreation center would be used 
for a new lake anchoring the 
planned neighborhood center just 
to the south. A new swimming 
pool would also be constructed in 
the area near the new schools and 
recreation center. 

Time-line 

Recognizing the complexity of 
these negotiations, Douglas and 
Swayder made it clear during the 
question-and-answer periods at 
both meetings that they would 
not expect to break ground for at 
least two years on the proposed 
redevelopment. This time-line 
served to calm the many resi- 
dents present at Wednesday 
evening’s briefing who had come 
to the meeting with a great deal 
of anxiety and uncertainty regard- 
ing the timing of the project. 

The questions raised on 
Wednesday primarily reflected 
concerns of the many residents 
who came out on that very cold 
evening and wanted to learn as 
much as possible about the 
project. The questions came fast 
and furious and dealt mostly with 
basic economic issues that could 
affect them and their apartments. 

“Would I be able to move into 
the new apartments?” “What 
would be the size of the new 
units?” “Would AIMCO help 
with any needed relocations?” 
“Would there be accommodation 
for residents on low or fixed in- 
comes?” “For seniors and handi- 
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Representatives of Apartment Investment and Management Company and its architect-planners Duany 
Plater-Zyberk & Company presented this preliminary layout plan for a rebuilt Springhill Lake apart- 
ment development. They propose demolishing over a period of time the existing 2,899-unit apartment 
development as well as the Springhill Lake Elementary School and city-owned Springhill Lake Recre- 
ation Center and replacing them with 4,900 new apartments, an elementary school and recreation center. 
The new development is shown in bold print in the area which is now Springhill Lake (SHL). The 
interchange of the Capital Beltway I-95 and Kenilworth Avenue is to the right of SHL with the Golden 
Triangle Office Park across Kenilworth (lower right), Capital Office Park across I-95 (upper right), the 
Beltway Plaza Shopping Center to the south of SHL (lower left) and the A. H. Smith property and Greenbelt 
Metro Station, proposed for a multi-use, transit-oriented development to be called Greenbelt Station (to 
the left of SHL). The larger buildings, many surrounding courtyards (‘““Texas donuts’’), are clustered 
along the west side of SHL (Cherrywood Lane), in the center (Springhill Lane) and in the northern 
(upper) part of the tract. The smallest buildings are six-unit, three-story buildings (“‘six-packs’’). 
Townhouse-style buildings, some to be purchased instead of rented, are located along the southern side 
of the tract (Breezewood Drive). The existing Greenbelt Middle School on Edmonston Road is at the 
bottom of this plan and the proposed new elementary school, recreation center and swimming pool are at 
the opposite corner of the middle school property on the south side of Breezewood Drive. 


capped?” “Would current resi- 
dents be given any credit/reward 
for possible purchase of the new 
for-sale units?” 

For most of these questions, 
AIMCO officials noted that it was 
too early in the planning stages 
to have answers. AIMCO noted 
that they have about five or six 
properties in the area and would 
be able to offer relocation at 
those facilities. 

Since the project will be 
phased in, the plan for SHL will 
allow for residents to move tem- 
porarily to other units on site 
while the new units are being 
built. AIMCO also has an exist- 
ing homebuyer reward program 
where a current SHL renter can 
build a rental payment record and 
receive a referral to mortgage 
lenders and in some cases be pre- 
qualified for home purchase when 
they decide to leave and purchase 
a home. 

Douglas also made it clear that 
AIMCO’s corporate repertoire only 
includes rental properties. Their 
plan would be to sell the pro- 
posed townhouse and condo- 
minium sites to other builders 
who would develop and market 
those buildings. 

AIMCO spokesmen also noted 
their commitment to low-income 
units but, again, could not know 
at this stage either the price 
ranges or the mix of units but 
will be evaluating this issue. 

Audience Questions 

Other questions brought up by 
current residents dealt with avail- 
able playgrounds, building stan- 
dards for the units, whether the 
new project would be gated, 
whether there would be better 
lighting for the walkways and 
better security. The response was 
that the completed project would 
be a “21st century showpiece.” 

He also reassured residents that 


AIMCO will be continuing its dis- 
cussions with the city and county 
officials and that there will be a 
public process involved in the on- 
going planning for the project. 

Finally, SHL residents used the 
opportunity to raise some current 
maintenance issues with the se- 
nior AIMCO officials. Questions 
were raised regarding the extermi- 
nation program, long times for re- 
sponse to service requests and, of 
course, snow-plow problems. For 
these and other issues the resi- 
dents were invited to consult on 
particular items with the staff 
members in attendance. 

Thursday Meeting 

In contrast, the Thursday 
evening briefing was more plan- 
ning oriented. Specific questions 
were raised by attendees regarding 
architectural standards, market vi- 
ability of a new town center, the 
school and recreation center relo- 
cation issues and conformance 
with the Sectional Map Amend- 
ment for Greenbelt East. Other is- 
sues were access to the Metro 
station, a more unified approach 
for the adjacent Beltway Plaza 
property, provision of senior dedi- 
cated buildings and any consider- 
ation of so-called green architec- 
ture building concepts. 

The AIMCO concept plan in- 
cludes a regulatory plan for the 
various standards. There are thor- 
oughfare standards for the 
streetscapes, urban design stan- 
dards for the layout of the neigh- 
borhoods and architectural stan- 
dards for building materials. At 
this stage of planning there has 
been no consideration of green 
architecture features but the repre- 
sentatives felt this was a good 
idea which they would evaluate. 

AIMCO officials were sensitive 
to how the new development 
would fit in with the existing rear 
aspects of the Beltway Plaza. 


Ken Kapistan of Quantum Man- 
agement, owners of the Beltway 
Plaza shopping center, was in at- 
tendance. He indicated that, “he 
was excited about the project” 
and thought that the Beltway 
Plaza property could be better 
oriented to the SHL complex. 

AIMCO representatives did not 
appear to embrace the dedicated 
senior building concept. They 
preferred to have seniors spread 
throughout the complex, relying 
upon the planning concept of no 
more than a one-mile radius for 
any resident to reach nearby fa- 
cilities. 

In response to the concern re- 
garding market viability for a 
neighborhood commercial center, 
the AIMCO preliminary proposal 
envisions only “Life Style” types 
of stores such as dry cleaners, 
deli, coffee shop or variety stores. 

As with the residents, those at 
the second meeting were advised 
that this is only the very early 
stages of the plan and that 
AIMCO will have to negotiate 
many issues with the city and 
county and that there would be a 
process for further input into the 
developing plan.

Animal Control staff removed 
a dead deer from Cherrywood 
Lane and responded to three cru- 
elty complaints. 

City planning staff reviewed 
environmental features’ of 
Greenbelt Station, reviewed the 
site/concept plan for the south 
core of Greenbelt Station, contin- 
ued negotiations on an agree- 
ment with Greenbelt Station and 
met with a GHI resident who is 
the final recipient of the match- 
ing grant funds to construct a 
bathroom. 

Planning staff updated demo- 
graphic estimates for 2005. 

Public Works 

The streets crew transported 
equipment deposited at the Elec- 
tronics Recycling to Baltimore 
for disposal. 

The facilities maintenance 
crew inspected city street lights 
after dark, made a list of needed 
repairs and reported the problems 
to Pepco. 


The horticulture crew assisted 
in the construction of the new 
greenhouse and the removal of 
the old “hoop” house. 

The vehicle mechanics re- 
placed the drive shaft u-joints in 
a truck, answered a call for road 
service on a truck and replaced a 
flat tire. 

The refuse and recycling col- 
lection crews helped with elec- 
tronics recycling on Saturday, 
January 29. Forty-three vehicles 
brought 5,342 pounds of materi- 
als for recycling. 

Recreation Dept. 

The Northway Fields Master 
Plan was finalized by the plan- 
ning department and sent out to 
a number of possible vendors. 

The Family Swim last Satur- 
day evening was attended by 13 
paid families along with pass- 
holder families. Approximately 
60 individuals took part in the 
swim. 

A Community Center leader 
resigned without notice. One 
center leader interview was con- 
ducted. There is currently one 
weekend shift position still open. 


Guilty Verdict Found 


In Osbourne Case 

Cornell W. McClure, 26, of 
Glenn Dale was convicted by U.S. 
District Judge Deborah K. 
Chasanow in the murder and kid- 
napping of Tessa Mae Osbourne 
after a six-day trial, according to 
“The Washington Post.” The 
bench trial was held instead of a 
jury trial at McClure’s option. 

On May 1, 2001, after trick- 
ing Osborne to get into an SUV, 
McClure and a friend drove 
Osbourne to Beltsville Agricul- 
tural Research Center where they 
shot her 11 times, Chasanow 
found. McClure was also found 
guilty of a weapons charge. 

Since the first-degree murder 
occurred on_ federal land, 
McClure is eligible for capital 
punishment. Chasanow sched- 
uled the penalty phase to begin 
February 9, which is estimated to 
last two weeks. 

McClure’s co-defendant, 
Rufus J. Millegan, Jr., 24, of 
Greenbelt, pleaded guilty to kid- 
napping and murder in the case 
in February 2003 and was sen- 
tenced to life in prison. 


Greenbelt Detective 
Is Commended 


Greenbelt Detective Marie 
Triesky has received a letter of 
commendation from Captain 
Michael D. Craddock for her 
work in solving the rent scam 
that occurred in Springhill Lake 
and throughout the region. 
Craddock stated that the theft 
case “developed into the largest 
fraud case involving multiple vic- 
tims that [the Greenbelt Police] 
Department has ever investigated.” 

The suspects, a male and fe- 
male using the company name of 
Professional Sales Group, ob- 
tained apartments for low-income 
victims, took their money under 
the auspices of paying rent for 
them and did not pay the rent 
but rather kept the money. 

“Your efforts resulted in the 
identification and indictment of 
the suspects who preyed on their 
victims .. .” Craddock said.

Incident Report 

From January 22 to February 4 
the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire De- 
partment (Company 35) responded 
to a total of 68 fire engine and 61 
ambulance calls. Those calls 
break down as follows: 17 reports 
of smoke or fire, 11 automatic fire 
alarms, eight gas leaks, 25 motor 
vehicle accidents and 40 medical 
calls. 

Pedestrian Death 

Around 7 p.m. on January 22 
Engine 352 and Ambulance 359 
from Greenbelt responded over 
snow-covered roads to a report of 
a pedestrian struck by an SUV on 
Greenbelt Road. Upon arrival it 
was determined that the victim 
had not survived his injuries. 
The driver of the SUV was trans- 
ported to an area hospital for non- 
life-threatening injuries. Engine 
352 remained on the scene for 
over two hours to provide light 
for the accident investigation. 

Beltsville Legion Fire 

Shortly after 5 p.m. on January 
23, Engine 352 along with 
GVFD’s chief and assistant chief 
were among units responding to a 
report of fire at the Beltsville 
American Legion. Upon arrival, 
Greenbelt’s chief was given com- 
mand of the interior attack on the 
fire and the assistant chief was 
given responsibility for safety. 
The engine crew was first as- 
signed to exterior operations to 
keep the fire from spreading and 
later helped look for hidden fire 
and hot spots. 

NASA Fire 

On the morning of January 25, 

Engine 352 and Chief 35 re- 


sponded along with other area 
units to a reported building fire at 
NASA Goddard. The first units 
on the scene reported fire from 
the rear of Building 5. Green- 
belt’s crew helped extinguish the 
fire, which was primarily in the 
walls of the building. Chief 35 
was in charge of operations. The 
fire took about two hours to fully 
extinguish and units were on the 
scene an additional hour for clean- 
up. 
Beltsville Industrial Fire 

On January 27, area units, in- 
cluding Engine 351, responded to 
a reported building fire in 
Beltsville on Corridor Road. The 
fire was located in an electrical 
room with some extension to the 
area below the roof. Greenbelt’s 
crew split into two teams with one 
group manning an attack hose 
while the other assisted with lad- 
ders and ventilating the building. 
Units were on the scene for al- 
most three hours before being re- 
leased.

the property for traffic coming 
from and going to the east. 

Instead of restarting from 
scratch, as city officials ex- 
pected, Rivera is proposing re- 
considering the previous approv- 
als and amending them to cor- 
rect the deficiency about build- 
ing roads. He has proposed on 
behalf of the applicant to cov- 
enant the real estate of both the 
north (the property upon which 
the Greenbelt Metro Station and 
its parking facilities are built) and 
south (former A. H. Smith tract) 
cores to assure the construction 
of required off-site improvements. 
To that end he proposes that the 
applicant will convert the pro- 
posed development into a num- 
ber of units and/or square foot- 
age of commercial development 
that will then be converted to a 
fee amount. Each parcel of land, 
he continues, will be allocated a 
certain fee structure based on the 
density assigned to that site. 
The result of this proposal will 
be, according to Rivera, that the 
fee will be assessed at the time 
of the approval of the conceptual 
site plan and the record plats will 
encumber the land with the fee. 
That will guarantee that the fee 
will be generated or that the 1m- 
provements will be made prior to 
building permits being issued. 

Funding 

Rivera also proposes that the 
fees assessed for a parcel may be 
replaced with a surety at the 
applicant’s choice such as a let- 
ter of credit, bond or other fi- 
nancing instrument which could 
include the sale of public bonds 
or a construction loan in which 
funds are dedicated to the im- 





provements required. 

Rivera concludes that: “The 
impact of the assessment of the 
entire property on a plat-by-plat 
basis will provide the guarantee 
for all road improvements for the 
critical intersections identified in 
the Conceptual Site Plan [CSP] 
approval. Therefore, it is our 
opinion that this assessment 
should more than address the APF 
[adequate public facilities] re- 
quirements for a Metro Planned 
[CSP].” 

“In sum,” he continues, “the 
legal effect of granting the recon- 
sideration and revising the 
Board’s decision in the CSP 
would allow the decision to be in 
conformance with the court’s ac- 
tion and would also reinstate the 
preliminary plan approval.” 
Rivera also told the planning 
board in his request, “We believe 
that this Council’s intent was not 
to chill the development of a pre- 
mier Metro Planned Community at 
the earliest possible stage in the 
development but to facilitate the 
development of these resources 
so that they could continue in 
the development process which 
includes Detailed Site Plan, Pre- 
liminary Plan and permitting.” 

Response 

At this time the city has not 
formulated a response to this pro- 
posal and no action has been 
taken by the planning board. 
City officials had hoped that be- 
ginning a new process for the 
obtaining of approvals for this 
multi-use development of retail 
commercial, offices, hotels, apart- 
ments, condominiums and town- 
houses would result in a plan 
more to the city’s liking. By lo-

distance from the Metro station 
and building more access roads 
to the property, officials felt that 
the development would become 
more oriented toward automo- 
biles instead of toward public 
transportation. In planning for a 
major development at the Metro 
station, both city and county of- 
ficials had initially sought a tran- 
sit-oriented community. In the 
opinion of the Greenbelt City 
Council, the CSP previously ap- 
proved by the county failed to 
meet that requirement.
